PRESIDENT HARRISON'S DEPARTURE. 


Bis Speech from the Platform Before Leav- 


ing—Incidents Along the Koute to Bir- 
mingham—An Ovation. 


The president and his party bade adieu to 
Atlanta at 9 o’clock yesterday morning. 

Half an hour before, Mayor Hemphili], Hon. 
A. L. Kontz and other members of the local 
committee, called at the Kimball to pay their 
respects and escort the party to their train, 

The president is an early riser, and before 8 
o'clock the party was seated at breakfast in 
the hotel. A splendid night’s rest had been 
enjoyed by all. Fourteen plates were laid for 
breakfast, which was served in the most de- 
lightful style under the direction of Mr. Beer- 
gspann himself. *@ 

A succulent Georgia spring chicken, of the 
yellow-legged variety, formed the basis of the 
president’s breakfast, this supplemented, of 
course, by all the delicacies of the season. 

“Good morning, gentlemen,”’ was the presi- 
dent’s greeting, a few minutes later, as he ad- 
vanced to shake hands with Mayor Hemphill 
and the other gentlemen who were awaiting 
him in the hotel parlors. 

“A beautiful morning, is it not?’ he con- 
tinued. Then, replyin the question of the 
mayor, “Yes, indeed; — enjoyed a splendid 
night’s rest, and feel fresh and well fortified for 
my journey. And I must say, Mr. Hemphill, 
that I am sorry I haven’t longer to enjoy the 
hospitality of the good people of Atlanta.” 

It was time to start for the depot. The 
streets about the hotel were lined with people, 
and around the depot a large crowd had gath- 
ered. Mayor Hemphill escorted the president 
and Mrs. Harrison to their carriage, and the 
three were driven to the depot entrance. The 
other members of the party preferred walk- 
Ing. Mr. Kontz acted as escort to Mrs, 
McKee, Mrs. Russell Harrison and Mrs, 
Dimmick, while others of the committee took 
the gentlemen in charge. 

A few minutes before the train’s leaving 
time, Mayor Hemphill invited the president 
to the rear platform, informing him that the 
people were anxious to hear from him. 

A cheer greeted the gentlemen upon their 
appearance at the car door. 

“It gives me great pieasure,” said Mayor 
Hemphill, “to introduce to you the president 
of thase United States. He will say goodbye 
to you.” 

Bowing in response to the applause, the 
president said: 

I desire, in parting from you, to give public ex- 
pression of my satisfaction and enjoyment in my 
brief visit to Atlanta. I saw this city once under 
circumstances of a very unfavorable character, 
I did not think I would like it, although we were 
making great efforts to getit. [Laughter.] I am 
glad after all these years to see the great prosper- 
ity and development that has come to you. I think

You are thankful for what he bas wrought and 
chiefly for emancipation. It has opened up to 
diversified industries these states that were 
otherwise exclusively agricultural and made it 
possible for you not only to raise cotton but to 
spin and weave it and has made Georgia such a 
state as it could not have been under the old con- 
ditions. Iamsure we have many common pur- 
poses, and as God shall give us power to see truth 
and right, let us do our duty and while exacting 
all our own rights, let us bravely and generously 
give every other man his equal rights before thé 


law. [Cheers.] 
Thanking you for your reception which has been 


warm and hospitable, I go from you very grateful 
for your kindness and very full of hope for your 


future. 
I cannot wish more than that those enterpris- 


ing land owners, whose work in grading and lay- 
ing new additions I saw yesterday, will realize all 
their hopes. I am very sure ifthat is done At- 
lanta will not Jong be rated the second city of the 
south. [Cheers.] 

When the president had finished, Mayor 
Hemphill proposed ‘‘three cheers for the 
president.’’ They were given with a will. 

Then there were calls for Wanamaker. 
These brought the postmaster general to the 
platform, who, upon being introduced, said: 

That man is unfortunate who is called on to 
speak after a president. But at such a moment as 
this parting from people, who in a single night 
have shown #o much kindness and good fellow- 
ship, it is not difficult to return at least our grate- 
ful thanks for your most generous welcome. Of 
all objects in your city, I have looked with most 
interest upon the house where a great light 
had gone out and  telt again the 
common sorrow in the absence of Henry Grady, a 
man whose life and influences were larger than 
Atlanta. 

The words he spoke and the principles he stood 
for cannot be forgotten. If wecan but learn to 
know each other and understand each other there 


will be fewer differences than might be supposed. 
By more frequent intercourse and a fairer consid- 
eration of each other, we should rise to a higher 
level of happiness. I wish we had come sooner 
and could stay longer. (Cheers.) 

The reference to Mr. Grady was loudly 
cheered. As the postmaster general concluded, 
the signal for the starting of the train was 
given and bidding a farewell to the president, 
Mrs. Harrison and other members of the 
party, the mayor and members of the commit- 
tee stepped from the car. 

Mayor Hemphill, ex-Governor Ballock, 
Judge Calhoun, General Lewis, Colonel Mc- 
Bride. Captain Hendrix, Mr. Kontz and 
the other members of the committee 
walked to the upper end of the 
carshed. As the last car passed out, these 
gentlemen raised their hats and were answered 
by a bow from the president.

We are soon to lay down 
the work of life, and the responsibilities of citi- 
zenship. These mothers are soon to quit the ever- 
recurring and never-ending work of home, and 
give it into new hands. It fe of the utmost con- 
sa that these little ones be trained in mind 
and taught the fear of God and a benevolent re- 
gard for their fellow-men, in order that their lives 
and social relations may be peaceful and happy. 

We are citizens of one country, having one flag 
and one destiny. We are starting upon a new era 
of development, and I hope this development is to 
keep pace and to be the promoting cause of the 
very perfect unification of our people. [Cheers.) 

We have a government whose principles are 
very simple and very popular. The whole theory 
of our institutions js that, pursuing those elec- 
tion methods which we have prescribed under the 
constitution, every man shall exercise freely the 
right that the suffrage law confides to him ; and the 
majority, when it has expressed its will, shall con- 
clude the issue for us all. There i no other 
foundation, This was the enduring base upon 
which the fathers of our country placed our in- 
stitutions, Letus alwayskeep them there. Let 
us press the debate in our a tag ar as to what 
the law should be; but let us keep faith and sub- 
mit with the reverence and respect which is dne 
the law when once laid fully enacted. [Applause]. 

The development which is coming to you in 
these regions of the south is meanvelonus. n ten 
years you increased vour production of iron about 
800 per cent—nearly 1,250,000 tons—and you have 
only begun to open these mines and to put these 
ores to the process of reduction. Now, I want to 
leave this thought with you. In the old plantations 
of the south you got everything from somewhere 
else. Why not make it all yourselves? [Cheers.] 

When the president concluded, the local 
postmaster approached and presented hickory 
ome to the president and postinaster general, 
and other persons presented flowers to the 
ladies of the party. 

Soon after passing Tallapoosa the train 
crossed the Georgia line into Alabama, and at 
the same time the governorof Alabama and 
his staff lett Birmingham in a special train to 
meet the president. 

ARRIVAL AT ANNISTON. 

There was a great crowd at Anniston, and 
the reception of the party was most enthusi- 
astic. The town was decorated for the occa- 


sion, and presented a gala appearance. The 
local military and a band of Sunday school 
children with flags formed a line in front of 
the station, and each member of the presi- 
dential party was given a fine silk badge, suit- 
ably inscribed, and the ladies were also given 
beautiful bouquets. 

Hon. John Noble, mayor of Anniston, who 
had joined the party at Atlanta, acted as mas- 
ter of ceremonies and introduced ex-Lieuten- 
ant Governor John M. McKleroy, who deliv- 
ered an eloquent and patriotic address of wel- 
come. William Stevens, also made a speech 
on behalf of the colored population. The 
president responded as follows: 

Fellow Citizens: I very much sy ce that Iam 
able to make so little return to you for this cordial 
manifestation of your respect and friendship, 
and yeteyenin these few moments which I ain 
able to apane with you, I hope I shall gather and 

sibly be able to — some impulse that may 

mutually beneficial. lam giad to see with the 
eye that of which I have kept informed—the great 
development which is taking place in the mineral 
regions of the southern states. I remember well 
asa boy, aresident upon one of the great tribu- 
taries of the Mississippi, how the great agricul- 
tural products of these states, corn and provisions, 
rai upon the-fertile acres of the Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi valley, were marketed in the south. 
Old ‘Broadhorn’’ took its way down the 
Mississippi, stoppin at plantations to 
sell provisions upon which the people of the south 
were largely sustained. The south was then es- 
sentially a plantation region, producing one or 
two great staples, that found a ready maket in the 
world, but dependent for its implements of indus. 
tryand domestic utensils upon the states of the 
nerth Mississippi valley. 

Iam glad all this is changed, that you are 
realizing the benefits of diversified agriculture, 
and that the production upon your farms of staples 
which you once bought elsewhere, is largely in- 
creasing; andIam gladthat to diversified agri- 
culture you have alsoadded those great mechanical 
pursuits which have brought into your communi- 
ties artisans and laborers who take from adjacent 
farms the surplus of your fertile lands. (Cheers.] 

There has been received-in the south 
since the war not less than $8,000,000,000 for cotton, 
and while lrejoice in that,I am giad to know 
that in this genial region there are near 100,000 
acres devoted to the raising of watermelons. 
(Laughter.]} 

No farmer, certainly no planter, in the old time 
would have consented to sell watermelons. You 
are learning that things which were small and de- 
spised have come to be great elements in your 
commerce. Now, your railroads make special 

rovision for the transportation of the crop which 
n the aggregate brings large wealth to your peo- 
ple. I mention this asa good ifustration of the 
changing conditions into which you are entering. 
You are realizing the benefits of home markets 
for what you produce, and I am sure you will 
unite with me in those efforts which we ought to 
make, not only to fllour own markets with all 
that this great nation of 65,000,000 people needs, 
but to reach out to other markets and enter into 
competition with the world for them. (Cheers. ]} 

This we shall do, and with’ all this mechanical 
and commercial development we shal! realize 
largely that condition of unification of heart and 
interest to which those who have spoken for you 
have so eloquently alluded. (Cheers.) 

And now, wishing that the expectatidns of all 
who are interested in this stirring young city may 
be realized ; that all vour industries may be active 
and rofitable, Ladd the wish that those gentler 
and kindlier agencies of school and church, of 
friendly social life, may always pervade and abide 
with you as acommunity. ([Cheers.]} :

JULIA MARTIN 10 FACE A JURY TODAY: 


To Answer the Charge of Murdering Her 


Brother-in-Law in Birmingham—The 
Story the Woman Tells. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 16.—The case of 
Mrs. Julia T. Martin, charged with the murder 
of Ed Martin, her brother-in-law, was called 
today, but on account of the presitient’s visit 
continued till tomorrow. 

DESCRIPTION OF THE PARTIES. | 

Mrs. Martin is about thirty years of? age; is 
above medium height; is a brunette, and has 
a pretty face, with an eager, expectant ex- 
pression. In her youth she was a charming, 
gay, graceful and in evefy way a pretty, fasci- 
nating girl, Her maiden name was Julia 
Powers, and she comes of a family at Macon, 
Ga., whose social standing is the very best®

MRS. JULIA MARTIN. MR. CLARENCE MARTIN, 


As a young lady she had visited Eufaula as 
the guest of the best people, and been a social 
favorite, though she did not meet Clarence 
Martin, who lived there, till some years after, 
when she had fallen from grace and made his 
acquaintance in an assignation house. 


Edward T. Martin, her victim, was a mem- 
ber of an old,numerous and influential Eufaula 
family, and was about thirty-five years of age. 
He made a fortune in the Birmingham boom, 
was @ wealthy real estate dealer, and president 
of the East Birmingham dummy line. 

THE SHOOTING OF MARTIN. 

The crime for which Mrs. Martin is on trial 
for her life was committed on October 6, 1890, 
at 1:30 p. m., on the principal thoroughfare of 
the city. The woman had visited Martin at 
his office a few doors away, and to escape her 
he* had come out. She followed him, seem+ 
ingly entreating him to talk to her, and when 
he turned from her at the corner, she drew 4 
pistol and fired, the ball entering his side and 


lodging in the bowels. 

‘'T am shot,’”’ he exclaimed, and was taken 
home, where the doctors cut him open and he 
died the next night. 

‘‘Where is an officer? I desire to give my- 
self up,’’ said she, and was taken to jail where 
she has been since. 

Clarence Martin promptly denied being 
married to her. 

THE WOMAN’S STORY. 

Her story is as follows: She met Clarence 
D. Martin in Eufaula,in 1884. He betame 
enamored of her and took her to Montgomery, ° 
where she lived a few months as his mistress. 
He then went to Galveston, Texas, sent back 
for her, and they lived there for two years as 
man and wife, goingin the best society. He 
then proposed marriage; they went to Austin, 
were married by the Episcopal rector and sub- 
sequently settled down and lived happily in 
Dallas, Tex. Ed Martin, about this time, be- 

an writing to Clarence to induce him to 
Loner’ his wife, and finally, in January, 1890, 
her husband left her. She supported herself 
as best she could, with the assistance of a 
monthly allowance sent her from Birmingham, 
as she supposed, by her husband, but in reality 
by Ed Martin. 

In the fall she was at Eureka Springs, and 
méta man named W. E. Embry, of Nashville, 
who paid assiduous court to her, whose ad- 
vances she resisted. Finally Embry left, but 
before doing so, toid the landlady that Mrs, 
Martin was not what she should be—that he 
was a detective employed to trap her, and 
represented the Kernan Detective Agency, of 
Birmingham, which was in the payof Ed 
Martin, who desired proof of adultery on her 
partin order to procure a divorce. The white 
porter of the hotel also came forward, and 
acknowledged after Embry left that the de- 
tective had agreed to pay him $50 to get into 
Mrs. Martin’s room, and be caught there in 
such a way as to compromise her. On learn- 
ing this she took the first train to Birming- 
ham, arriving Sunday morning. On Monday 
she saw Ed Martin a time or two, and de- 
manded that he call off his dogs of war. He 
would give her no satisfaction, and in the 
afternoon she sought him at his office. There 
she protested her innocence and purity since 
the date of her marriage. 

A CONTEMPTUOUS REMARK. 

‘‘Where did you get that dress?” he said to 
her on the sidewalk. 

“T sewed and made the money!”’ 

‘*You can’t tell me. Virtue and work don’t 
go together,’’ he replied contemptuously as he 
turned away. 

“And then I shot him!” Thisis her story, 
which is strongly corroborated. Public senti- 
ment has all the while been strongly in her 
favor. 


The Jury Could Not Agree. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., April 16.—[Special. 
An interesting case on trialin the federa 
court isthatof Tom Montgomery, a former 
mail agent on the East Tennessee road, 
charged with ee the mails by purloining 
letters confided to him as agent. He was ar- 
rested in March, 1890, the alleged crime hav- 
ing been detected by means of decoy letters. 
In his valise were letters addressed to the 
New Orleans lottery, from which the contents 
had been taken, and several dollars which had 
been privately marked by postoffice inspectors 
were found on his person. The jury in the 
case reported to Judge Key at noon that they 
could not agree upon a verdict. Six of the 
jury were for acquittal. 


A Peculiar Suicide. 

RALEIGH, N.C., April 16.—{Special.}—Particu- 
lars were learned today of the suicide of J. H. 
Harrison, a well-to-do farmer of Johnston county, 
aged sixty years. Harrison left his house, near 
Clayton, during the absence of his family, taking 
his clothing with him. He bought two bottles of 
laudanum at Clayton. He drank the contents of 
one, it appears, and fell besidejthe road, where he 
remained for hours. He recovered sufficiently to 
travel several miles during the night, and then, 
lying down in some woods near a country church, 
drank the contents of the other bottie, which 
killed him. He was unconscious when found by 
searchers, and died at his home. It is a strange 
case, a8 no possible reason for suicide is known.

WHAT RUDDY SAID 


WHEN SECRETARY BLAINE’S AN- 
SWER HAD BEEN READ. 


ITALY WILL PERSIST IN ITS DEMAND 


That the Guilty Parties Be Brought to Jus- 
tice and Indemnity Be Paid to the 
Families of Italy’s Subjects. 


Roms, April 16.—The reply of Secretary 
Blaine received attention in the chamber of 
deputies today. Questions in regard to it 

Were raised by various members. 

Premier di Rudini, in replying, said that 
the Italian government had not yet received 
Mr. Blaine’s note. He was not prepared to 
make a definite statement to the chamber of 
the views and purposes of the cabinet until 
the note had been officially received and care- 
fully read and considered. ‘However, he 
could not admit that the diplomatic incident 
Was closed until the United States had ac- 
knowledged the duty of delivering the guilty 
parties over to justice, and had acknow!- 
edged the further duty of indemnifying 
the families of the victims who 
were Italian subjects. Italy could not 
admit that the United States government 
had no responsibility for acts committed within 
the jurisdiction of individual states. This 
phase of the present complication was, in his 
opinion, one which interested not only Italy, 
but all governments of the civilized world. 
He felt confident, however, that the matter 
would be settled without creating political 
difficulties between Italy and America. But 
he could not refrain from expressing a feeling 
of regret that the government of the country 
so highly civilized as the United States should 
not fulfill duties of justice and morality. 

HOPES THERE WILL BE PEACE. 

In conclusion, Rudini gave expression to the 
hope that, notwithstanding the occurrence of 
some incidents which were greatly to be re- 
gretted in the controversy between Italy and 
America, means of conciliation honorable to 
both countries would be found. 

The premier’s words were listened to with 
close attention, and when he resumed his seat 
the whole chamber, irrespective of parties, 
cheered vigorously. 

HISTORY OF THE NEGOTIATIONS. 

In the course of his reply to interpellations, 
the premier said that, on learning of a cer- 
tainty that four of the lynched men were Ital- 
ians, the Italian government immediately di- 
rected the attention of the United States gov- 
ernment to the matter, and received from that 
government satisfactory assurances, which were 
afterwards personally confirmed by Mr. Porter, 
the United States minister. The premier then 
read the telegram which President Harrison 
sent to the governor of Louisiana, March 16th, 
and added that the Italian govern- 
ment, like Président Harrison, demanded 
that the guilty arties be brought 
to justice, and that indemnity be granted to 
the families of the victims. Asthe action of 
the United States, continued the premier, had 
not corresponded with its promises, the Italian 

overnment was constrained to demand 4 

ormal assurance that the guilty parties should 
be denounced and that title to indemnity 
should be admitted in principle. The United 
States government, however,failed to give this 
assurance, replying that the constitution of the 
United States did not permit the federal gov- 
ernment to interfere in state affairs. 

FAVA’S BECALL. 

The premier then proceeded to give a de- 
tailed account of the negotiations between the 
Italian and American governments, ending 
wich the order to Baron Fava to take his de- 

arture on leave of absence, seeing that he 
had proved the futility of diplomatic action. 
Marquis Imperiali was instructed to state that 
the incident would not be closed until 
the federal government had explicitly declared 
that legal proceedings against the lynchers 
would be prompt! cp Ber 

Premier di Rudini declined to make a state- 
ment regarding Secretary Blaine’s note, which 
he said, he had not yet received, until he had 
read the text of the,paper. He expressed him- 
self confident of an ultimate settlement of the 
whole matter iu a manner favorable to the 
rights of Italy and of those of all civilized gov- 
ernments, all of whom were one with Italy on 
the points at issue. If it were proved to be 
impossible to obtain a favorable solution 
of the problem, grave complications would not 
arise; but hé would deem it a matter of pro- 
found regret that the people of the United 
States, so advanced in civilization, should 
show themselves far removed from the prin- 
ciples of right and justice, universally pro- 
claimed and scrupulously observed in Europe. 

These sentiments of the premier were lowly 
cheered by all the deputies. At the conclusion 
of the address, the interpellators expressed 
their approval of the conduct of the Italian 

overnment in the matter, and as being satis- 

ed with the explanation made by Premier di 


Rudini. 
RUDINI 18 INTERVIEWED.

Though the full correspondence given out 
in Washington yesterday was telegraphed to 
London by the Reuters Telegram Company, 
and published in the English papers, only a 
summary was telegraphed from , fle 
don (to the Italian apers, on 
account of their disinclination to 
pay the tolls from London for the {full cor- 
respondence. This explains the above re- 
marks of Marquis di Rudini.

THE WESTERN STATES. 


Several Important Papers Read and Dis- 
cussed. 

Kansas Crry, Mo,, April 16.—It was 10 
o’clock before the western states congress 
atsembled today. Bishop Hendricks opened 
the session with prayer. The day’s programme 
was then immediately entered upon. 

James Peabody, of Chicago, read a paper on 
“Railroad Pools.””’ He said it was not so 
much low rates that the shippers wanted, it 
was stable rates. As tending to obtain stable 
rates, the speaker endorsed an interstate rail- 
way commission. What the railroad wanted 
was not so much a great business as a steady 
business. Shippers wanted equality of treat- 
ment atthe hands of all the roads, and the 
railrcad wanted protection against the dishon- 
esty of its competitors. These were the ob- 
jects formerly attempted by the old pool. 

hey were now being made possible by the 
operations of the commerce commission. 

General Charles W. Blair, of Kansas, 
thought the government ought to keep its 
hands off of commerce and transportation, and 
let them be governed by natural laws. 

The following telegram to President Francis 
was received and referred to the committee on 
resolutions: 

“The undersigned, president and executive 
committee of the chamber of commerce, of the 
state of New York, ask permission to call the 
attention of your honorable body to the late 
action of this chamber, regarding the improve 
ment of the Mississippi river, and 
particularly, the grave importance o 
protecting the adjacent section from the 
terrible ravages occasioned by periodical over- 
flows of the river.

In 1880 the urban popula- 

tion was 11,318,547, or 22.57 per cent of the 

whole. The proportion of urban population 
has increased gradually during the 
past century from 3.35 up to 29.12 per 
cent or from one-thirtieth up to nearly 
one-third of the total population. The increase 
has been quite regular from the beginning up 

to 1880, while from 1880 to 1890 it has made a 

leap from 22.57 up to 29.12 per cent, thus illus- 

trating, in a forcible manner, the accelerated 
tendency of our population toward urban life. 

The number of cities having a population of 

more than 8,000 increased six in 1790 to 

443 to 1890. 


In 1880 there was but one city, New York, 
which had a population fm excess of 1,000,- 
000. In 1890 there were but three—New 
York, Chicago and Philadelphia. 

In 1870 there were but fourteen cities each 
containing more than 100,000 inhabitants. In 
1880 this number had increased to twenty, and 
in 1890 to twenty-eight. 

The north Atlantic division contains nearly 
one-half the urban population of the country, 
while the north Atlantic and north central di- 
Sy a together contain nearly five-sixths 
of it. 

In the south Atlantic and south central 
divisions the proportion of the urban popula- 
tion is comparatively small, being in the first 


named but 16.04 per cent of the entire popula- 


tion, or less than one-sixth, and the second 
but 10.45 per cent, the proportion of urban 
to the total population in all the southern 
states being less than 13 per cent. 
The industries of these states are mainly agri- 
cultural, and while manufactures and mining 
are making some progress, they are still in 
their infancy.

Undoubtedly it would have been a great 
stroke on the part of Mr. Blaine if he had 
told the Italians that their treaty did not 
provide for indemuity in such cases, nor for 
a change inthe American constitution in 
order to secure redress in the courts. His 
letter, dated the 14th, ‘covers the whole 
ground in a satisfactory way, but it ought 
to bear,date of a fortnight ago. That is the 
objection to it. 


A Jeffersonian Speech. 

The speech of the Hon. Benton McMillin, 
of Tennessee, at the recent Jeffersonian cel- 
ebration of the Boston Young Men’s Demo- 
cratic Club, was a notable address. 

The speaker arraigned the repub- 
lican party and the $1,000,000,000 
congress for their oppressive methods and 
their extravagance. Hesaid that the money 
squandered by the last congress, when 
divided up, is $16 a minute for all the time 
since the declaration of independence was 
signed. It is $60 for every hour since the 
Savior was born. The sum total would 
make the prodigal son blush. It is an in- 
crease of $75,000,000 a year over the ex- 
penditure of previous congresses, $1.25 each 
for every inhabitant of our country. 

The robber tariff Mr. McMillin de- 
nounced as ‘‘a tariff for protection, with 
incidental revenue.’’ It makes revenue a 
mere accident, and makes commerce a 
crime. It treats the importer. as a male- 
factor. 

The reciprocity act isso constructed that 
it enables the president to impose $50,000,- 
000 taxes without convening or consulting 
congress, It is a delusion and a snare. 

In November last the people embraced 
their first opportunity of protesting against 
McKinleyism, and the force bill, and the 
looting of the public treasury. What was 
the result? 

The author of the tariff bill fell outside 
the walls. 

The chairman of the appropriations com- 
mittee went down. 

The author of the bill to take away from 
the states the right to lay off the con- 
gressional districts was beaten in a repub- 
lican district. 

The author of the force bill had his 
majority of nearly 6,000 reduced to 1,000 by 
an opponent who did not live in the 
district. 

Only enough republicans were @lected to 
fill a corner in the lower house. 

Speaking of the origin and progress of the 
democratic party, the eloquent Tennesseean 
said: 

You ask me who founded this party? I answer 
you, the soldiers who fought the battles of the 
revolution. 

You ask me who wrote its creed? I answer, 
Jefferson, the authorof the declaration of in- 
dependence. 

You ask who has expounded this creed? I reply, 
Jackson, who gave freedom to the seas; 
Madison, the father of the constitution; 
Polk, who sent our flag to the halls of the Monte- 
zunfas and to the Pacific, and Cleveland, who gave 
the country freedom from republican rule and a 
return to honest government. 

You ask wither is this party going. I answer, 
wherever our flag goes to lift it aloft; wherever 
our constitution goes to defend it; wherever our 
citizen goes to protect him. 

Iam sometimes asked if the democratic party 
will not go the way all its predecessors have gone? 
The democratic party will not perish while man 
loves constitutional government and stands 
by it. 

It has a stronger hold upon the American peo- 
ple today than it has hadin a quarter of acentury. 
It has the press of the country behind it more 
solidly than it has had in half a century. 

A large majority of the great papers in the 
United States are cither democratic, or inde- 
pendent with strong democratic proclivities. 
Take, as an illustration the city of New York. 
A million four hundred thousand pers are 
issued daily. Of this number less than 250,000 fall 
from republican presses. Whatis true of New 
York is also true of most of the other cities in a 
less degree. 

A majority of the writersand educators of the 
country are in sympathy with our party, on those 
essential principles of government upon which 
the republican and democratic parties are 
divided. 

Again, of the white vote cast in the presidential 
contest in 1888, 1,250,000 majority voted the demo- 
cratic ticket. 

No, the democratic party is here to stay. As a 
great procession itis moving, There are but two 
places about it. One after it, the other under it. 

The party that has just vacated the house of 
representatives has left its record, and upon that 
record we take issue. We do not propose to 
allow that record to be forgotten, nor the issue 
upon it tobe evaded. We may expect our an- 
tagonist to try toshift the battle line from the 
field where their banners have trailed 1n the dust;

POLICE CHANGES. 


The Election of Assiatant Chief Makes a 
Change in Rules. 

_ The creation of the office of assistant chief 

of police, with the election of Captain Couch 

thereto, has caused several changes in the 

rules governing the force. 

Under the new order, captains are required 
to spend their time on the streets instead of at 
the station house as heretofore. 

The sergeants are also required to remain 
on the streets without making reports at the 
station house, except when absolutely neces- 
sary. 

Heretofore the captains were expected to be 
either at the station house or within easy call 
in order that they might be consulted by their 
men, and give directions to them. 

_ But now the rule is that either the chief or 
assistant chief shall be at headquarters to 
direct the force, or attend to business with 
citizens. When Chief Connolly is out Chief 
Couch is in, and vice versa. ° 

Sergeants were formerly required to report 
at the station house after pan round, and to 
make daily written reports relative to the 
work and condition of their men. 

Captains now do this, outside of which his 
required duties are about the same as the du- 
ties of a patrolman—patrolmen who receive 
$100 per month while regular men get $60. 

Ph new rule does not please the captains 
ell. 

“Itisa good thing it was not adopted before 
the election,” one of the captains remarked. If 
it had been we would have been out of a cap- 
tain’s job, because as it is we are of no more 
service than ordinary patrolmen, except, per- 
haps, that our beats are larger. It has hereto- 
fore been customary for captains to be di- 
rectly in charge of their respective watches. 
As it is now, for instance, while I am_patrol- 
ing away out Peachtree street, probably there 
could be a riot on Peters street andjl’d know 
nothing about it, me = bp until it was all over, 
when in keeping with our office we should be 
ready to head our men when emergency 
arises. 

“Then we are not enabled to keep up 
with the working of our watches 
as we were under the old rule. 
Of course the chief or assistant chief is at 

eadquarters—but what are we here for. 
That’s why I say its lucky this new rule 
wasn’t tried before the election.”

“$HE GREAT BOYCOTT AGAINST THE 
% CHICAGO AND ALTON. 
'_ Bixty-Two Roads Have Declared War Against 
F, It—The Chicago and Alton Calis Ita 

| Conspiracy—A Lawsuit. 


The comnrissions’ war is attracting the at- 


| tention of railroad men all over the country. 
| It opens up a@ question that reaches every- 
| where. 


In their desperate effort to cut down ex- 


_ penses the western roads have undertaken to 


cut off entirely a large class of employes. In 
doing this they have precipitated a bitter fight 


» that promises to end in an immense lawsuit. 
The controversy has a local bearing w ver 
_ tickets are sold and baggage checked. Circu- 
' lars from the boycotting roads are already in 


_ the hands of Georgia passenger agents. 
The great fight is over the payment of com- 
missions to ticket agents. These commissions 
make a large item in the expense account of 


- the passenger business, and a great effort has - 


been made todo away with them The rail- 
toads composing the Trunk Line Association, 
the Centra! Traffic Association and the West- 
ern States’ Traffic Association have agreed 
among themselves that they will pay no com- 
missions to ticket sellers, If all refrain, none 
will have any advantage over the others, and 
a large item of expense will be cut off. On 
the contrary, itis held by ticket agents and 
their friends that they make business, and 
without their efforts the railroads would lose 
much more than the cost of these solicitors. 

Mr. James Charlton, the general passenger 
agentof the Chicago and Alton railroad, isa 
man of hisown head, and will not agree to 
the idea of cutting of commissions and 
dispensing with solicitors. He thinks 
it is not in keeping with the push 
and energy of the times, and has 
fought the idea from its inception. He isa 
power in the passenger business of the country, 
and for some time succeeded in heading off the 
movement. On this account he became im- 
mensely popular with ticket sellers all over the 
United States, and was known as ‘“‘the ticket 
agents’ friend.” Buteven he could not over- 
comé the pressure for retrenchment of expenses. 
The stockholders were clamoring for dividends 
long delayed, and railroad managers had to do 
something. The three traflic associations above 
mentioned adopted the agreement not to 
pay commissions, and when the Chicago and 
Alton, through Mr. Charlton, refused to sign 
the agreement, a boycott was declared against 
that road. Sixty-two railroads in the three 
associations signed a circular which they have 
sent all over the country, notifying their con- 
nections not to sell tickets over their lines 
with Chicago and Alton coupons. That means 
that these sixty-two roads absolutely close 
their cars to passenger business routed over 
the Chicago and Alton. 

Of course the connections can do nothing 
but comply. They can, however, sell tickets 
over the Chicago and Alton by other connec- 
For instance, the southern roads are 
not in the traffic associations at war with the 
Chicago and Alton, and they have good con- 


connections for that road. Westernand At- 


lantic railroad business would make the con- 
nection over the Louisville and Nashville to 
St. Louis, and other southern roads would 
make other connections. It is the heavy 


@astern business that suffers most from the 


boycott. Nearly all the trunk lines, includ- 


ing the great Pennsylvania road, the Balti- 
more and Ohio and the Chesapeake and Ohio 
and all but one of the Vanderbilts, are in the 
‘combination. The Nickel Plate, however, 


isends the Chicago and Alton the friendly 


message that it will not join the boycott. This 
‘leaves the way open over a magnificent 
- line from 


the eastern terminus of the 
Chicago and Alton to New York. Itisa 
notable fact also that none of the Gould lines 
are cotting the Chicago and Alton. So 


that plucky road lacks a good deal of being 


entirely cut off. 

It now appears that the power of the gov- 
ernment may be brought tothe help of the 
road that is making such a brave fight against 
this powerful combination. In a circular let- 
ter sent out by the passenger department of 
the Chicago and Alton road on Tuesday, thé 
opinion of William Brown, general solicitor of 
the road, upon the legality of the boycott is 
given. Writing to the general passenger 
agent, he says: 

“I would respectfully advise you that, in my 
opinion, a number of railway companies have 
no legal right to combine together and take 
concerted action tofinterrupt the business of 
this company, as a penalty of your refusal to 
enter into any contract with them. Such a 
combination amounts in lawto a conspiracy, 
and the participants are responsible for any 
injury which may result therefrom to the busi- 
nessof this company. This action can have 
ho reasonable justification in the well-estab- 
lished right of any individual company, to reg- 
ulate and contro! the sale of its tickets, 

“Your refusal to decline the payment of 
commissions might, under some circumstances, 
justify a particular company in prohibiting its 
agents from handling your tickets, because of 
the pretext that payment of commissions 
might in some imaginary way interfere with 
the duties of the agent to his principal, but it 
is not readily understood how the pursuance of 
the usnal custom of railroads to sell through 
tickets and check baggage threugh can in any 
way impair the right or be detrimental to the 
toad which is thus favored with custom. 
Since every railroad aman in carrying 
out the combined purpose would be jointly 
with others, as well as severally, responsible 
to this company for any injury resulting to its 
business, would it not be well for you to notify 
each of the purpose of this company to hold 
them legally responsible for the consequences 
of their course ?’ 

General Passenger Agent Chariton notifies 
them accordingly that they will be responsible 
for any damage which may result to the Alton 
company by reason of the proposed boycott. It 
seems not improbable, therefore, that the fight 
may ultimately be settled in the courts. 


The rate made by the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association to the southern Bap- 
tists convention is 4 cents a mile for the round 
trip.

DEATH OF MR. JACKSON E. LONG. 


A Young Man of Wonderful Promise Cut 
Down in the Flower of Manhood. 

On yesterday Mr. Joel Hurt received the 
intelligence of the death of his cousin, Mr. 
Jackson E. Long, of Birmingham. 

Mr. Long was a young man of twenty- 
six, but was already a leading lawyer in Bir- 
mingham, where he had been practicing only 
about four years. His sad death is made 
doubly so by the fact that he is the last of four 
brothers who have died within the last three 
years. 

Mr. Jackson Long’s father, Hon. N. W. E. 
Long, of Hurtsboro, Ala., is a man of remark- 
able force and singular modesty. Though a 
first-honor man at the University of Georgia, 
he almost blushed when his name was called 
out in the chapel. Yet in war he was lion 
hearted. As a cavalryman in Forrest’s com- 
mand, he often captured two or three and 
sometimes five prisoners single handed. His 
nerve, quickness and skilful handling of 
weapons made him equal to several ordi- 
nary men: When he _ returned to his 
home after the war, thongh a man 
of high culture and _ “refined tastes, 
he bravely took to the plow and wrested a 
competency outof desolation. He was often 
honored by the le and wasthe chief in- 
strument in the redemption of Russell county, 
Alabama, from republican rale. 

It was vnder the teachi and example of 
such a man that Jackson E. Long W up. 
When he went to Vanderbilt university Pro-. 
fessor E. N. Brown, the famous Georgia teacher 
from old Culloden, mother of great :men, 
said that in twenty-five years of teaching he 
had not met such a brain as young Long 
possessed—compiete and rounded, 
**Mark the’ -. man,”’ he, “he 
has a career before him.” In 
the junior year Long wrote an essay in com- 
petition for a prize against the whole senior 
class. The judges gave the prize to a senior, 
but the college bought another prize and pre- 
sented it to Long,’ with the avowed opinion 
that his essay was the best. 

In law he went at ance to the front, and at 
the time of his death had some of the largest 
cases engaging the barof Birmingham. He 
was a magnificent specimen of physical man- 
hood, six feet high, with a massive, well-filled 
frame. Last fall his health began to 
decline, and he went to ufaula 
to rest at the home of his wife’s father. Yes- 
terday morning he breathed his last. 

Mr. Long’s second brother was taken sick at 
Auburn college two years ago and died; last 
spring at Columbus, Ga., the next brother 
died, and last October the youngest was cut 
down. Now the eldest is gone, and the father 
and mother, before whom the future held so 
much of promise, are bowed down with an in- 
expressible sorrow. “

have given $50,000 bond to run electric cars 
there by June 15th. 

When the West End council met, Mr. Harry 
Woodward was there to represent the Atlanta, 
West End and McPherson barracks line and 
Mr. Morris Brandon, attorney for the company, 
was with him. For the Atlanta street railway, 
Mr. Joel Hurt and Mr. Alfred Glasier were 
there. 

At a meeting ofthe council last week, 4 
franchise had been granted to the new line to 
lay a track on Gordon street alongside the old 
line, on condition that the company would give 
bond to do the work and have cars running in 
ninety days, 

Mr. Woodward and Mr. Brandon notified 
the council that the new company had come 
‘ prepared to give bond agreeable to the condi- 
tions of the franchise voted them. 

The council had been advised that the old 
company would give bond to complete, equip 
and operate their line with electric cars within 
the shortest possible time, and the agreement 
was made that the old line, with thirty- 
one miles of track, could give West 
End better connections for all parts of At- 
lanta. 

Mr. Woodward met this by saying that the 
new line would have a direct connection with 
Grant park, McPherson barracks and the city, 
and in twelve months would give them con- 
nection with any part of Atlanta, including 
the exposition grounds. 

The council reconsidered its action grant 
ing a franchise on Gordon street to the new 
line, and in lieu of that the offer was made to 
give them choice of the other streets. Mr. 
Woodward did not take up this offer, and soon 
withdrew. 

The council then voted to grant the old com- 
pany the right to lay a double track on Gor- 
don street, on condition that they give bond 
to build, equip and operate an electric line to 
and through West End within sixty days. 
They also granted them the right to lay track 
on the continuation of West End avenue if 
they would run electric cars on it by Decem- 
ber Ist. 

These terms were accepted by Mr. Hurt and 
Mr. Glasier, and before leaving the room they 
made a bond for $50,000, conditioned 
upon the completion and operation of an 
electric line to West End within sixty days. 

So at last the question of rapid transit, to 
West End is settled, and by the 15th of June, 
deo valente, the citizens of that charming 
suburb will bid the streetcar mule an affec- 
tionate farewell.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


BNEW YORK, Aprit 16.—The stock market today 
Was more narrow than those of last week or two, but 
displayed great strength in spots while in others it 
was unaccountably weak, while the general list fol- 
lowed the leaders ata distance and remained within 
parrow limits and showed insignificant fiuctuations. 

The market has become narrowed down to Grangers, 
Southwestern, Industrials and Villards, and the sclling 
in the last named was supplemented by asevere press 
ure for time upon the Lackawanna, other coalers 
sympathising only slightiy in the resultant decline.

_fition to advance prices unduly, however, and beyond 
the recovery of early losses upward movements of the 
day .were unimportant in all stocks except a few of the 
leaders in which the buying of cliques was specially 
are The genera! list, however, was compara- 

vely neglected throughout the entire day and de- 
veloped no special feature of interest. e strong 
opening was followed by a reaction 
on the Bank of England rate, which, 
however, brought the prices only a few frac- 
tions below those of the opening, and before the end of 
the first hour they were againon the upward move, 
though until.late in the afternoon progress was slow. 
The drive at Lackawanna occurred after 12 o’clock and 
1% per cent was knocked off its value, while the rest of 
the list was advancing.

/ Sugar scored material gains'and were joined later by 
the Rock Island and Burlington, while the Northern 
Pacific preferred, which has been the weakest spot in 
the market for so long a time, rallied sharply and rose 
1's per cent from its lowest figures.
